WAYS WITH FISH 


NE branch of cookery which 

seems to recoive leas at- 

vention than is duc to ft la the 
art of fish cookery. 

But as frying in undoubtedly 
the most popular mathod, here 
are a few fundamental rules. 
the fat must be really deop, 80 
chat the fish {a completely co- 
vered. If you have not got a 
deep frying-pan, use an ordin- 
ary saucepan. 

Next and most important is 
that the fat must be really hot. 
Don't put the fish into the fat 
until a blue smoke has started 
to rise, and don’t put too many 
pieces in at once, or you will 
covl the fat too much, 

Simplest method is to dry the 

_ fish well and dip it into fine dry 
flour or fine oatmeal that has 
been seasoned with salt and 
pepper, Buta tablespoonful or 
two of the seasoned flour or 
oatmenl on a pieco of kitchen 
puper and roll tho fish gently in 
it, tnuking care to dust off any 
superfluous flour before putting 
the fish into the hot fat. 

Don't coat your pieces of fish 
before your fat“'is  rendy, " or 
they will become moist while 
waiting and will not fry well. 

When, your fish has fried 1 
crisp, golden brown on both 
sides, drain first with a fish 
slice, next on soft paper, serve 
finally on a really hot dish with 


ter, and the less smell of fry- 
ing there will be in the kitchen. 
A good tip is to put a few 
slices of onion in the pan with 
the fish, as the onion has a wor 
derful way of absorbing the 
smell. It brings out the fin- 
your, too. : 
Some people find the fried 
herring too rich. For them 
grilling is the best method. 


Dry frying is particularly 
useful’ for fish like the herring, 
which contain a great deal of 
natural oil. The less fat you 
can use with a herring the bet-

Shanghai, in his address to the Y's Men’s Club on 
“The Tower of Babel and the Chinese Language.” 

For centuries, he said, that wonderful gift to manlcind, 
the Bible, with its account of happenings from 
prehistoric to historic times, had been regarded as’ 
authoritative. “Then came the ‘great reaction of 
science, and many hod taken for granted the

Prony science dtvelf came the re 
grieve for the Bible. | Seientitie re.

claims of the Bible, 

In the aceount of the Tower uf 
Babel the Bible satd about language, 
“And the whole earth was of ane 
Inngunge and of one speech.” There 
followed the story of “Babel,” where 
the Lord “did confound the langguayge 
of all the curth'. In the last. few 
decades school philology had declined 
even to consider the possibility of a 
common origin ‘of speech, Recently, 
nlno, politics had interfered — with 
nerentific research in’ certain coun- 
tries—n circumstance which did not 
encourage tho search for truth. 

A MASTERPIECE 

Dr. Arnold Wadler of Switzerland 
had written a philological masterpiece 
called “Tho Tower of Babel: | The 
Common Origin of Languages" in 
which, drawing upon a wide range of 
material, he showed that all the many 
languages he had studied contained 
the same roots for the same basic 
meanings, — These languages ranged 
from the Indogermani¢ and Semitic 
groups la the African langunges, the 
Amerlean Red Indian languages and 
even to the different 
the Bae Bast. 

Many would 
aside: it wan enny to decline idens one 
did not like or had not investigated. 
But the reader of Dr, Wadler’s: book 
wan driven to the conelusion that 
Janguages had a common origin, ni 
regard to Far Eastern languages, Dr, 
Wadler had mado some mistakes, but 
these did not at all impair the sijgni- 
fieance of hin discoveries. Examples 
were xo numerous that there could be 
ne doubt that hers was one of: the 
gront discoveries af the century.” 

CHINA TRADITION 

In China an old tradition was link- 
ed with the story of Babel. Mr. Lino 
Shih-kung drew nttention to this in 
the periodical Jen-Wen (June 15, 
1082) and discur ced the possibility 
that the two Chinvse characters for 
K'un-Lun, if divided into three, would

The written Chinese langunge 
has nu still wider range of influence, 
It. ix the most valuable menns for the 
expression of thourcht for the whole 
Far East; many of its writings have 
iro Jurgely influenced the greatest 
thinkers of the West.

sows, : 

By experience it was found that 
the most satisfactory cross Is an 
English boar on’ a Chincse sow, 
rather than the other way about. 
The Chinese: sow makes a good 
mother; being small, she is not so 
Mable to overlay her offspring, 
and—an important financial con- 
aideratlon—she cats far leas than 
her English sister. 


The young cross-bred pigs are} 


husky ttle creatures, straight 
backed and firmly boned. Their 
rate of growth is extraordinarily 
rapid. In eight months they 
weigh about 100 catties; in ten 
months they are ready to produce 
another gencration. 


ROTATION CROPS 


From the beginning vegetables 
were planted on adjoining land to 
provide part of the food for the 
stock. By careful rotation practi- 
cally a twelve months’ supply ia 
obtained. Other elements in the 
dietary aro rico swill, bran, fish 
meal otc. The necd at the moment 
is for more Jand for expansion. 


This interesting. enterprise 
hag grown from a hobby to such 
an extent that it has recently 
been converted into a private 
Hmited Hability company with 
an issued capital of $50,000. 
The next stage is to arrange for 
refining lard from the slaughtered 
pigs. . 

In this connection it ia intercx- 
ting to note that’ approximately 
four million dollars worth of lard 
was exported in 2937. 


IMPERIAL PREFERENCE 


Vory little has been exported fo 
far in'1938 owing toa ruling which 
has laid it down that lard is “pro- 
duce” .and—to claim Freferenco 
on export to a British, Country—~ 
must have beon refinéd from local 
pigs. No diMculty should be 
experienced in complying 
this ruling by arranging such con- 
trols as will permit of the ex- 
portation of lard irpm thla source 
under imperial preference os truc- 
hluc British produce, refind from 
plys bred and raised in a British 
Colony. —M.F.K. F

HEE continuing embittered controversy over rents and evictions 
has thrown up afresh the long-standing grievance of taxa- 
tion without representation and a demand for constitutional re- 
form. Not for.w long time has there been such a difference be- 
tween what the average mansees and Inows to be the facts of 
the housing congestion coupled with the rents ramp and the light 
and airy view of the situation which, apparently, presents itself 
to the official mind. Seldom has it been so difficult to make logic 
out of facts as offered, the unceasing cries of grievance along: 
side a polite refusal by an officially appointed Commission to dis- 
cover any ground for complaint. Legal proceedings arising from 
unobserved eviction orders are coming in increasing measure be- 
fore the Courts, tenants of residential quarters are thrown out to 
muke room for a factory, a learned judge refers to the “extreme 
kindness” of a landlord who has delayed exercising his strict 
rights under the Law, though the tenant is still unable to find 
alternative accommodation. Evicted tenants would take it as 


an “extreme kindness” to be spared inconsequential reminders of 
their luck in not being thrown on the streets.a little earlier.

Might, indeed, be worse 
off, forthe one cogent argument in favour of maintenance-of an 
Official Majority is the assumption that the heads of Govern- 
ment departments are disinterested, concerned with the welfare 
of the Colony as x whole and beholden to no sectional intercats. 
Bureaucracy, nevertheless, has its special weaknesses, which tend 
to become emphasised in x place like Hong Kong, and some time 
or other, representation of the taxpayer must come.

cannot hope to be. 


A Few 
Minutes To Spare 


According to C. le S, Metcalfo 
in the “United Services Keview,” 
“only a few minutes will clapse 
between a warning’ of a raid and- 
the arrival of the attacking 
planes,” therefore we must be 
prepared. (By the way, the in- 
formation which is presented for 
consumption in the 
U.S.R. is always much more re- 
Hable than what your friend Cap- 
tain or Major So-nnd-so told you 
in the Gripps the other evening). 
The authorities know that when 
they involve us in war they are 
submitting. the entire civilian 
population to such sudden acrial 
attacks and they would have us 
prepured.
